review a number of inestimable years near- | 


ly lost to my own happiness, to social utili- 
ty, and to the cause and kingdouwr ef Christ ! 
1 often feel like one who should suddenly 
awake to amazement and alarm, on the 
brink of a gloomy gulf. 1 am scarcely able 
to retrace exactly through the mingled drea- 
ry shades of the past, the train of circum- 
stances and influences which have led me so 
far astray ; but amid solemn reflection, the 
conviction has flashed upon me irresistibly, 
that I must be fatally wrong. ‘This mourn- 
ful truth has indeed many times partially 
reached me before, but never so decisively, 
nor to awaken so earnest a desire for the 
full, genuine spirit of a disciple of Jesus. 
I see clearly that my train of thinking and 
preaching has not been pervaded and ani- 
mated by the evangelical sentiment, nor, 
consequently, accompanied by the power of 
the gospel, either to myself or to others.— 
I have not-eome forward,in the spirit ,of 
Paul, or Peter, or John ; have\not. comat- 
ed all things but loss that I might win Christ 
and be found in him. It is trae indeed that 
this kind of sentiment, when strongly pre- 
sented, has always appealed powerfully to 
both my judgement and my heart ; f have 
yielded my whole assent to its truth and ex- 
cellence, and often longed to feel its beav- 
enly inspiration; but some malady of the 
soul has still defeated these better emotions, 
and occasioned a mournful relapse into 
coldness of feeling, and skeptical or unprof- 
itable speculation. I wonder as I reflect; 
[ am amazed how indifference and dark- 
ness could return over a mind which had 
seen such gleams of heaven. I hope that 


mighty grace will henceforward for ever 


save me from such infelicity. My habitual 
affections, however, are still much below 
the piteh that I desire. I wish above all 
things to have a continual most solemn im- 
Pression of the free ealvation of Christ for 
my own soul, and to have « lively faith in 
him, accompanied with all the sentiments of 
penitence, humility andlove.

His mind was then directed to the doctrines of the 
Dissenters. He examined closely their arguments 
and reasons,—he compared them with scripture, 


of the gospel, to rely on faith rather than works, on 
purity rather than pollution, on spiritual things rath- 
er than temporal, on the foundation which Christ 
has established, rather than those of “ wood, hay, 
stubble,” is to be a Dissenter, then Dr. Carey, in the 
fullest sense of the term, became a Dissenter. His 
views were entirely changed, and he began to ex- 
hort and preach in his twentieth year. He was ear- 
ly interested in the welfare of the slave, and desti- 
tution of the heathen. His heart yearned in secret 
for the desolate portions of the earth; and seldom 
did he approach the throne of grace without re- 
membering these in his prayer. 

Dr, Carey was quite intimate with those godly 
men, Fuller and Pearce, and in their company was 
accustomed to converse on the propriety of enlar- 
ging the borders of the Christian church; and noth- 
ing in after years weaned Carey from his native 
land so much as the death of Fuller. With Carey 
arose that bright star that now shines on heathen 
lands. At first but a feeble glimmering, and cloud- 
ed by superstition, it has gradually ascended to its 
present altitude. As Carey meditated upon the 
subject of missions, its importance increased until 
his whole heart was engaged. Among a few oth- 
er brethren also were the heathen remembered ; 
but among the larger portion of the church the sub- 


false views of the doctrine of Election closed the 
souls and of course the mouths and pockets of many. 
Some thought if God had chosen before the foun- 
dation of the world, the heathen for his inheritance, 
that human means were useless toward effecting 
the salvation of their souls. The same principle 
carried out, would close the sanctuary, and pull 
down her altars.

version of their subjects,—the illumination of their 
souls might undermine the company’s control. Sad 
indeed was Dr. Carey, as he traced his steps from 
the ship on which he had embarked, and communi- 
cated the result to his brethren. But the darkest 
period of night is just before the dawn of day.— 
Providentially a Dutch ship was ready to sail for 
the Indies. On board this he hurried as if for his 


shores had faded from his sight. Other trials were 
prepared to harass him in India. All public efforts 
to preach the gospel to the heathen were prohibit- 
ed; and thus he walked among the dead, having 
the power of animating, but not the privilege. Dr. 
Carey had determined to make India his home, and 
there he settled ; and though restrained in the first 
object of his heart, he was never idle. The Orni- 
thologist, the Botanist, and the Philologist, are in- 
debted to his researches. 

We must now take leave of Car@y. He lived to 
a good old age, and when he went down to his grave 
he was like a shock of corn fully ripe. The gray 
hairs that lay scattered on his brow were indeed 
honorable. He lived to see the prejudice of the 
Government removed, and Christians made better 
citizens than heathen; he lived to welcome his 
brethren froin England and America; he lived un- 
til hundreds had been gathered as the inheritance 
of the Lord. He fell asleep in his seventy-fourth 
year, and sleeps calmly for the resurrection morn- 
ing. Dr. Carey was distinguished for his patience 
and decision. He was the man every way qualifi- 
ed for the work in which he was engaged. His de- 
cision supported him amid trials at home ; it cheer- 
ed him on leaving England ; it buoyed him when 
sorrow and difficulty surrounded him in Burmah. 
His patience enabled him to bear the ridicule of 
the age, and the toil and apparently useless labor 
of his hands. Few men have ever accomplished 
more than Carey,—few have left biographers who 
could write of them, that an hour was never idled 
away. But Carey was employed every moment 
for his God. The record of such a man is in hea- 
ven. W. M.S.
